Russia Says

Union charged today that U.S.

Northern and other seas,” said 
Tass. 


The Soviet government had 


previously protested such ac­ 
tions, Tass said, but facts cited 
in the new note “ indicate that 
the American authorities failed 
to take proper m easures to end 
these dangerous and provoca­ 
tive actions, although, it would
